Committee  Members  Present 
Pros,  Cons  on  Social  Units 

The  ASBYU  Senate  passed  a resolution  Monday  to  urge 
the  defeat  of  the  bill  on  referendum  to  abolish  units  on  the 
BYU  campus. 

PRIOR  TO  THE  vote,  representatives  of  a special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  the  re- 
moval of  the  social  units  spoke  in  favor  of  their  position. 


ANOTHER  VOTE — Students  crowed  around  polls  yes- 
terday and  continue  to  vote  today  in  record  numbers. 
Undoubtedly  the  sunny  weather  encouraged  students  to 
enjoy  the  bright  spots  around  the  polls. 


Gordon  Wells,  committee  mem- 
ber stated  that  the  social  unit 
members  were  attacking  the  pe- 
titioners and  the  petition  instead 
of  the  issues  waged  in  the  pre- 
vailing argument. 

He  said  that  the  conflict  exist- 
ing between  the  social  units  and 
ward  activities,  the  creation  of 
false  loyalties  and  a divided 
campus,  and  the  fact  that  the 
social  units  generally  don't  help 
those  who  really  need  them  are 
all  arguments  against  social 
units.  “The  Church  is  set  up  for 
brotherhood;  there  is  no  need  for 
social  units,”  he  stated.  Ques- 
tioned as  to  the  official  commit- 
tee pbsition,  Wells  said  it  was 
basically  to  do  away  with  an 
overlapping  of  loyalty  and  ac- 
tivities. 

GARY  COMSTOCK.  IOC 
Court  Justice  spoke  in  favor  of 
social  units,  saying  that  the  con- 
flict created  between  MIA, 
Priesthood  Quorums  and  other 
auxiliaries  in  the  event  of  the 
abolishment  of  social  units 
would  exceed  that  now  created 
between  Church  activities  and 
the  units.  He  also  attempted  to 
refute  a statement  made  prev- 
iously that  social  unit  members 
tend  to  be  inactive  Church  mem- 
bers.

At  one  time  all  illnesses  were 
classed  together  and  every  type 
of  person  was  confined,  not  treat- 
ed. Asylums  were  set  up,  he  said, 
“to  protect  patients  from  a hos- 
tile society  ana  to  protect  a 
frightened  society  from  mani-

Notes  Increase 
In  Participation 

Student  participation  in  this 
year’s  campus  elections  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  a new  high. 

RICH  BOYCE,  chairman  of  the 
elections  committee,  said,  “the 
way  the  voting  is  now  going,  it 
is  expected  that  more  students 
will  vote  this  year.”  Last  year 
48  per  cent  of  the  studentbody 
voted  in  the  primary  and  final 
elections.  The  feeling  is  that  the 
candidates  are  running  much 
higher-pitched  campaigns.  Many 
students  have  described  this 
year’s  posters  as  better  than 
ever.” 

All  the  polls  will  close  today 
at  4:30  p.m.  All  candidates  are 
required  by  the  constitution  to 
have  their  campaign  posters  re- 
moved from  the  campus  by  5:30 
p.m. 

CANDIDATES  seem  to  be  in 
j high  spirits  and  feel  that  so 
[far  the  campaign  has  gone 
I smoothly.  Many  of  the  candidates 
[have  been  planning  their  cam- 
I paign  strategy  since  the  begin- 
1 ning  of  the  fall  semester. 


Comstock  cited  a poll  taken  at 
an  IOC  meeting  earlier  Monday 
of  all  unit  presidents  where  84 
per  cent  recommended  defeat  of 
the  bill.

Law  and  Units 


Last  week  a high  school  studentbody  president  visited 
our  campus.  After  watching  the  antics  of  some  unit  rushees, 
he  changed  his  mind  about  coming  to  BYU  next  year  and 
said,  “If  this  is  BYU,  I don’t  want  anything  to  do  with  it.” 
Similarly  a participant  in  the  all  church  basketball  tourna- 
ment on  campus  said,  “Why  do  they  let  things  like  this  go 
on  here  at  the  Lord’s  university?  I don’t  think  I’ll  come  here 
next  year  after  all.” 

If  stealing  wagons  and  lumber  by  unit  rushees,  removing 
church  garments  to  plaster  the  body,  plastering  of  sacred 
areas  of  the  body,  wearing  raw  eggs  strategically  located  in 
the  underwear,  organized  unit  prevarication,  singing  such 
childish  songs  as  “We  can  drink,  we  can  fight,  we  can  party 
all  night,”  obtaining  of  autographed  bras  and  what  the  head  j 
resident  referred  to  as  “apparently  ...  of  a personal  nature” 
when  she  was  told,  “If  you  think  the  bras  were  bad,  you 
should  know  what  else  they  collected,”  and  if  rubbing  corn- 
flakes into  a girl’s  chest  to  break  the  skin  give  BYU  proper 
representation,  only  then  can  the  units  say  the  majority 
MUST  sanciton  the  repugnant  activities  of  the  minority. 

But  still  this  minority  insists  that  we  tolerate  their  ad- 
mitted evils  because  “everything  has  some  problems.”  We 
must  tolerate:  a cheap  kind  of  representation  not  up  to  the 
par  of  this  campus ; this  7 % dominating!/^  of  all  student  as- 
semblies and  telling  the  remaining  93%-  of  us  that  we  can 
have  y2  of  the  assemblies  to  develop  extensive  studentbody 
participation;  the  detraction  of  unit  activities  simultaneous 
v/ith  ward  and  studentbody  activities,  to  which  the  members 
show  their  first  loyalty  to  the  unit,  2nd  to  the  church  and 
school;  the  division  of  the  studentbody  by  social  discrimin- 
ation, over-emphasized  group  loyalties,  and  the  exclusive 
social  elite  group  that  is  not  conducive  to  the  unity  of  BYU ; 
brotherhoods  of  secret,  organized  prevarication  that  are  not 
the  kind  of  brotherhood  BYU  wants  or  should  tolerate.  And 
the  list  continues  beyond  available  time  and  space. 

Social  units  originated  to  eliminate  discriminatory  social 
groups  on  campus.  Now  units  exist  as  the  very  problem 
they  were  created  to  solve.  Now  records  show  many  sad- 
dened students  dropping  school  because  of  having  been  re- 
jected by  units.  With  one  branch  on  campus,  perhaps  units 
once  had  a justified  existence.  Now  w'e  have  28  wards  with 
not  only  MIA,  but  priesthood  quorum  and  relief  society  aux- 
iliaries as  “ideal  social  groups.”  We  have  frequent  cultural 
assemblies  and  lyceums,  two  campus  movie  programs,  an 
extensive  dance  program,  all  together  a social  program  few 
universities  can  equal. 

If  this  minority  will  justify  its  existence  at  this  unique 
university,  it  must  quit  avoiding  Elder  Kimball’s  challenge : 
“In  looking  at  social  units  again,  is  there  anything  good 'and 
wholesome  and  worthy  which  can  be  obtained  from  them 
that  cannot  be  had  through  the  Church  organizations  ? Here 
is  a great  challenge  to  the  Brigham  Young  University. stu- 
dents to  lead  out.”  Let’s  not  ignore  this  challenge.

Dear  Editor, 

The  current  social  unit  contro- 
versy is  resolving  itself  into  two 
major  points,  a question  of  law 
and  a question  of  the  appropri- 
ateness of  a “social  organiza- 
tion.” 

LAW:  It  is  true  that  the  14th 
Amendment  and  the  Bill  of 
Rights  have  no  legal  application 
on  the  BYU  campus.  They  can- 
not be  enforced  here.  It  is  also 
true  that  the  BYU  student  gov- 
ernment does  not  recognize  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States 
or  pledge  any  allegiance  there- 
to. It  is  equally  true  that  the 
structure  of  BYU  government 
gives  no  creedance  to  the  phil- 
osophy “that  all  men  are  endow- 
ed by  their  creator  with  certain 
inalienable  rights,  among  which 
are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness.”  Note  the  om- 
ission of  private  property  as  a 
supreme”  right. 

IT  IS  ALSO  TRUE  as  Mr. 
Black  & Associates  point  out, 
that  the  majority  in  a democra- 
cy has  the  power  to  enact  its 
will.  It  does  not  necessarily  fol- 
low, however,  that  the  majority 
has  the  right  to  enact  just  any- 
thing. The  purpose  of  the  Consti- 
tution is  to  define  the  line  be- 
tween “power”  and  “right.” 

These  points  are  missing  from 
the  basic  framework  of  our  own 
constitution,  and  should  be  the 
main  campaign  issue,  not  social 
units. 

SOCIAL  ORGANIZATION: 
An  organization  is  not  the  ani- 
mate, dynamic  thing  which  the 
critics  make  of  it.  No  organiza 
tion  (categorical)  can  act.  Only 
people  in  the  organization  act. 
The  “organization’  ’is  a frame- 
work of  ideals  and  agreements 
within  which  people  operate.  The 
abuses,  as  well  as  the  services, 
arise  from  the  members,  not  the 
organization.  To  destroy  the  or- 
ganization will  not  affect  the 
cause  of  abuse. 

THE  ELIMINATION  of  units 
would  have  about  the  same  ef- 
fect on  abuses,  etc.  that  elimina- 
tion of  the  Soviet  Union  would 


have  on  world  Communism.  To 
think  that  destroying  the  organ- 
ization will  solve  all  our  prob- 
lems is  a foolish  dream.  Mr. 
Black  & Associates  insist  on 
treating  symptoms,  not  causes. 
Unit  action  is  a fallacy,  it  does 
not  exist,  individual  action  does. 
Furthermore,  units  are  now  in  a 
position  to  be  controlled,  if  out- 
lawed, they  would  not. 

A last  consideration  is  the  ap- 
propriateness of  the  social  need 
in  man.  It  is  quite  apparent  that 
such  a need  exists,  that  man  is 
gregarious  by  nature.  The  ap- 
propriateness of  a method  of 
filling  this  need  seems  to  me  to 
be  a matter  of  individual  dis- 
creation. 

If  one  feels  best  satisfied  by 
MIA,  let  that  suffice.  If  however, 
he  feels  that  some  other  prog- 
ram is  better,  we  should  do  no- 
thing to  inhibit  him  as  long  as 
that  judgment  upholds  the  basic 
principles  of  human  dignity.  No 
evidence  has  been  presented  to 
lead  us  to  believe  that  there  ex- 
ist indignities  to  warrant  the 
elimination  of  some  individuals. 
Thus  I believe  the  case  of  Black 
& Associates  is  not  well  taken.
